WAsraNGTON, Feb. 19, 1886. 
It is too early to predict whether this 
congress will accomplish much, but be- 
fore it goes out of existence it will give 
birth to at least two states. 
The admis- 
sion of Dr kota to statehood is only a 
question of time. 
That territory has 
been knocking at the doors of congress 
for ten years, but political competition 
and the Northern Pacific railroad com- 
bined in preventing admission. 
Dakota 
is republican almost to a unit. Until the 
f o r e i ^ emigrants p o o r e d into t b e terri- 
tory it was democratic, b u t t b e Scandi- 
navians w b i c b settled tbero since t b e 
railroads were p u t tbrougb b a v e m a d e it 
reliably republican. 
Diikota has a pop- 
ulation of 400,000 and if admitted as 
whole would be entitled to two United 
States senators, three congressmen and 
five electors for president in 1888. 
This 
alone prevents the admission of the ter- 
ritory at this time. The democrats have 
not forgotten the Colorado lesson. Had 
not a democratic congress admitted Col- 
orado at the eve of the Tilden-Hayes 
election, Tilden would have been pres- 
ident, or the republicans would have 
been compelled to steal another state. 
The bill which passed the senate to 
admit the south half of the territory 
will 
never 
pass the . house. 
When 
democrats pass a bill it will be to admit 
the whole territory as a state. 
But Da- 
kota will not be admitted without a dem- 
ocratic offset. The house committee on 
territories is now looking up the other 
territories in order to carve out of the 
public domain a democratic state. Mon- 
tana and New Mexico are both willing 
to come in. 
The former is reliably 
democratic, but the Mexican population 
of t h e latter h a v e been republicans until 
recently. 
A n d then there i s Dorsey, 
w h o owns half of the territory. 
H e is 
working for t h e senate and h a s already 
"cast his anchor t o t h e windward" t o 
secure the legislature. 
Only t h e other 
day he purchased tho leading paper in 
the territory to boom himself up. 


Charley Voorhees has the senatorial 
fever, too, and wants Washington ter- 
ritory admitted. 
Charley is a son of 
Dan, and also a gifted orator. 
[In 1882, 
when the republicans turned him out of 
his place as a clerk in the house he 
packed up and settled in east Washing- 
ton terrtiory. 
T w o yeara after h e was 
sent to congress as a delegate, 
receiving 
less than two hundred majority. The 
territory is overwhelmingly republican 
and his »lection is due to his fight on 
the railroads. 
Senator Yoorbe^ voted 
with the republicans to admit Dakota 
in order to felicitate the admission of 
Washington territory and get his son in 
the United States senate, bst the demo- 
cratic members of the house can not see 
how it can be done, unless young Voor- 
hees turn republican, for no territorial 
legislature has been elected for fifteen 
years. 


The bill to redeem the great Sioux 
Keservation, which passed the senate a 
few da^ s ago, is of vital interest to those 
who contemplate going west. 
The bill 
will pass the bouse with little opposition. 
It throws open to settlement a country 
in area as large at t h e state of Indiana. 
B y glancing over t h e m a p of Dakota y o n 
will s e e t h e country opened to tho whites, 
viz:— T h e tract west of t h e Missouri 
river, lying between t h e W h i t e and t h e 
Big Cheyenne rivers; also, all the land 
between tbe 102d and 105th meridians, 
north of the Big Cheyenne and south of 
the Cannon Ball rivers, the former being 
an excellent agricultural onuntry, and 
the latter grazing ranges. It also grants 
rights of way to two railroads, ona from 
Pierre to Deadwood, along the Wakpa- 
Schicka river, the other from Chamber- 
lain to the Black 
Hills, along ihe 
White 
river. 
These proposed railroad 
companies have been granted 160 aores 
of land for depoto eveiy twelve miles. 
The writer has traveled over this land 


and found the country between Pierre 
and the Black Hills equal to the Fargo 
country. 
However, only 160 acres can 
be occupied by one family. 
The timber 
and pre emption laws do not apply to 
this land. 
The land cannot be acquired 
except through the homestead law, 
quiring five years residence. 
It is 
ported that there are 40,000 people in 
Iowa and Illinois alone ready to move on 
the lands as soon as the bill becomes 
law. 
The i ame bill also opens up the 
Winnebago reservations. 
Here the tim 
ber and pre-emption lows are applicable.

It grows largely from the fact of not 
imderstanding the relative 
value of

ury and beauty have a great moral in- 
fluence, but they are not so valuable as 
peace of mind and rest of body, nor is 
their moral influence as great as that 
of a cheerful woman. 
Her price is 
above rubies. 
Like the Indian chief, 
we are forced to say, mournfully: "Too 
much house." 
That is what ails our 
women; they are dying of "too much 
house. 


When there is too much house, there 
is always too little home. 
Good house- 
keeping is by no means as rare as good 
homekeeping. 
It is of far less import- 
ance. 
A certain amount of drudgery 
must be gone through with, daily, in 
any calling; about three-fourths of life 
fe drudgery. 
One-fourth can be res- 
cued from the toü and moil of the 
world by management and thoxight. 
The most difficult and the most neces- 
sary lesson for a housekeeper to learn 
is that she must assert her individuality. 
It is useless to try to please everybody. 
Many things in our homes are done di- 
rectly with "an eye single" to our 
neighbors. Work must be pruned do^vn 
and lopped off until it matches strength, 
for the latter refuses to be enlarged by 
any amount of thought- 


It is a nioe point to adjust this bal- 
ance properly. It requires mtich giving 
up and letting go.. WTiat shall we give 
up? 
Aye, there's the rub. 
Every- 
thing seems so important, 
Things 
must be kept clean, there is no doubt 
about that; but the number of things 
to be kept clean can be greatly dimin- 
ished. 


Wisdom would suggest the minimum 
consistent 
with comfort and refine- 
ment. 
In many homes there is an em- 
barrassment of riches in the shape of 
convenience and petty treasures that 
must be kept in order, stealing time 
that might be bestowed with profit and 
satisfaction upon the higher things of 
life: people, books, art. nature, and all 
the subtle excellences that make life 
worth living. 


Each must solve for herself the ques- 
tion of simplifying living in order to en- 
noble domestic life. 
Every 
woman 
knows her ovra complexity. 
The same 
things do not press with equal weight 
upon all. 
On general principles, how- 
ever, it is safe to say that: 


There's too much worry goes to a bonnet. 
There's too much ironing goes to a shirt. 


There are too many preserves; 
too 
many ruffles and tucks and elaboration 
in the making and trinimihg of gar- 
ments, that add labor and do not add 
to their beauty. 


Woman's fetters are 
largely self- 
made. 
Carvings, upholstery, brasses, 
bronzes, that cause frowns, backaches, 
irritability, and heartaches, are a poor 
investment of money and time. 
Things, 
more than people, bring women to the 
verge of despair. 
The endless round 
of imagined duties causes chronic over- 
work among women, produces the sad- 
dest results to them and those depend- 
ent upon them for rest and comfort. 
"There is nothing in the world I dread," 
said the Household Philosopher, "like 
a thoroughly exhausted woman. 
No 
amount of personal comfort ever com- 
pensates for 8u<'h a state of affairs." Of 
course not. 
What constantly 
tired 
woman is capable of generous sympathy 
and ready help, or of campanionship ? 
Can she divide care and double joy? 
The better part of life cries out for 
warmth and tenderness; but the women 
who should give it are blindly wasting 
themselves on material things, polish- 
ing 
the 
outside of the cup without a 
thought of the wine 
within. 
To 
con- 
quer 
prejudice, 
surmount 
education 
and overcome habits of mind and body, 
implies force of will and power of ef- 
fort. 
This same conquering and over- 
coming is necessary to the true emanci- 
pation of vfovaen.—Christian 
Union.

BROOKLYN, N . Y . , February 14.-—Rev. 
T. De Witt Talraage, D. D., preached to- 
day in the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle the 
sixth of his series of sermons on "The 
Marriage Ring," the subject being "Cos- 
tume and Morals." The opening dox- 
ology was sung with an effect that can 
not be imagined except by those who 
have heard it in this church, led on by 
organ and cornet precentor. Dr. Talmage 
expounded a chapter in Isaiah descript- 
ive of the social and commercial splendor 
of the city of Jerusalem. The hymn sung 
was: 


"Before JehoTah's awful throoe. 
Ye nations boT» with saeredjoy." 


The text was from Isaiah iii., 16, 18— 
23; 
"Moreover the Lord said: 
Becanse 
the daughters of Zion are haughty and 
walk with stretched-forth necks and 
wanton eyes, walking and mincing as 
they go, and making a tinkling with 
their feet, in that day the Lord will take 
away the bravery of their tinkling orna- 
ments about their feet, and their cauls, 
and their round tires like the moon, the 
chains, and bracelets, and the mufflers, 
the bonnets, and the ornaments of the 
legs, and the head-bands, and the tablets 
and the ear-rings, the rings, and nose- 
jewels, the changeable suits of anparel, 
and the mantles, and the wimples, and 
the crisping-pins, the glasses, and the 
fine linen, and the hoods, 
and the 
veils." Following is the sermon in full: 


This is a Jerusalem fashion-plate. It 
puts us 2,oOO years back, and sets us 
down in an ancient city. 
The procession 
of men and women in moving up and 
down the gay streets. 
It is the height 
of the fashionable season. The gensible 
men and women move with BO jnuch 
modesty that they do not attract our at- 
tention. But here comes the haughtv 
dauerhters of Jerusalem'. 
They 
lean 
forward; they lean very much forward; 
so far forward as to l)e unnatural—teeter- 
ing, warbling, wriggling, flirting, or, as 
my text describes it, they "walk 
with 
stretched-forth 
necks, 
walking and 
mincing as they go." They have in most 
astounding style arranged their bonnets 
and their veils and their entire apparel, 
and now go through the streets taking 
more of the pavement than they are en- 
titled to, sweeping along with skirts that 
the text describes as "round tires like 
the moon." See! that is a Princess! 
Look! that is a Damascus sword-maker! 
Look! that is a Syrion merchant! The 
jingling of the chains and the lashing of 
the head-bands and the exhibitions of 
universal swagger attract the attention of 
the prophet Isaiah, and he brings his 
camera to bear upon the scene, and 
takes a picture for all the ages. But 
where is that scene? 
Vanished. 
Where 
are those gay streets? 
Vermine-covered 
population pass through them. 
Where 
are the hands and the necks and the 
foreheads and the shoulders and the 
feet that sported all that magnificence? 
Ashes! 
Ashes! 


That we should all be clad is proved 
by the opening of the first wardrobe in 
Paradise, with its apparel of dark green. 
That we should all, as far as our means 
allow us, be beautiful and gracefully ap- 
pareled is proved by the fact that God 
never made a wave but He gilded it with 
golden sunbeams, or a tree but He 
garlanded it with blossoms, or a sky but 
He studded it with 
stars, or allowed 
even the smoke of a furnace to ascend 
but He columned and turreted and doled 
and scrolled it into outlines of indescrib- 
able gracefulness. When I see the apple- 
orchards of the spring and the pageantry 
of the autumnal farists, I come to the 
conclusion that if nature ever does join 
the Church, while she may be a Quaker 
in the silence of her worship, she never 
will be a Quaker in 
the style of her 
dress. 
Why the notches of a fern leaf or 
the stamen of a water-lily? Why, when 
the day departs, does it let the folding 
doors of heaven stay open so long when 
it might go in so quickly? One summer 
morning I saw an army of a million 
spears, each one adorned with a diamond 
of the first water—I mean the grass with 
the dew on it. 
When the prodigal came 
home his father not only put a coat on 
his back, but jewelry on his hand. Christ 
wore a beard. Paul the bachelor Apostle 
not afflicted with any sentimentality, 
admired the arrangement of a woman's 
hair, when he said in his epistle, "If a 
womanhave long hair it is a glory 
unto 
her." There will be fashion in heaven 
as on earth, but it will be a diilV rent 
kind of fashion. 
It will decide the 
color of the dress, and the population of 
that country, by abeautiful law will wear 
white. 


I say these things as a background to 
my sermon to show you that I have no 
prim, precise, prudish or cast-iron theo- 
ries on the subject of human apparel; but 
the goddess of fashion has set up her 
throne in this country, and at the sound 
of the timbrells we are all expected to 
fall down and worship. Her alters smoke 
with the sacrifice of the bodies and souls 
of ten thousand victims. In her temple 
four people stand in the organ-loft, and 
from them ever comes down and a cold 
drizzle of music, freezing on the ears of 
her worshipers. This goddess of fashion 
has become a rival of the Lord of heaven 
and earth, and it is high time we un- 
limbored our batteries 
against 
this 
idolatry. 
When I come to count the 
victims of fashion I find as many mascu- 
line «« 
feminine. Men make an easy 
tirade against woman as tliough she were 
the chief worshiper at this idolatrous 
shrine, and no doubt some men in the 
more conspicious part of the pew have 
already cast glances, at the more retired 
part of the pew, their look a prophecy of 
a generous distribution. 
My sermons 
shall be as appropriate for one end of the 
pew as for the other. 
'' 


Menamasmach idolaters of fkshion 
as women, bat they sacrifice on a differ- 
ent part of the altar. 
With men the 
^ h i o n goes to cigars and club-rooms and 
yachting parties and wine suppers. In 
the United States the men, chew up and 
smoke $100,000,000 worth of tobacco everv 
year. That is their fashion. In London 
not long ago, a man died who started in 
life with $750,000. But he ate it all in 
gluttonies, sending his agents to all parts 
of the earth for some rare delicacy for 
the palate, sometimes one plate of food 
costing him $300 or $400. He ate up 
his whole fortune, and had only one 
guinealeft. 
With that he bought a 
woodcock and had it dressed in the ven 
best style, ate it, gave two hours for 
digestion, then walked out on West 
minster 
Bridge 
and threw 
himseli 
into the Thames and died, doing on a 
large scale what yon and I have often 
seen done on a small scale. 


But men do not abstain from millinery 
and elaboration of skirt through any 
superiority of simplicity. It is only be- 
cause such 
appendages 
would be a 
blockade to business. 
What 
would 
sashes and trains three and a half yards 
long do in a^stock market? And yet men 
are the disciples of custom just as much 
as women. 
Some of them wear boots so 
tight that they can hardly walk in the 
paths of righteousness, and there are men 
who buy expensive suits of clothes and 
never pay for them, and who go through 
the streets in great stripes of color like 
animated checker-boards. I say these 
things because I want to show you that I 
am not impartial in my discourse, and 
that 
both sexes, in the language of 
the Surrogate's office "share and share 
alike." 


As God may help me, I am going to 
set forth the evil effects of improper 
dress or an expensive discipleship of 
costume. It is a simple truth that you 
all know, altogether the pulpit has not 
yet uttered it, that much of the womanly 
costume of our time is the cause of the 
temporal and eternal damnation of a 
multitude of men. There is a shameless- 
ness among many in what is called high 
life that calls for vehement protest. The 
strife among many seems to be how near 
they can come to the verge of indecency 
without falling over. The tide of mascu- 
line profligacy will never turn back until 
there is a decided reformation in wom- 
anly costume. I am in full sympathy 
with the officer of the law who at a 
levee in Philadelphia last winter, went 
up to a so-called lady because of her 
sparse and incompetent apparel ordered 
her either to leave the house or habilitate 
herself immediately. It is high time that 
our good and sensible women 
make 
vehement prote.st 
against fashionable 
indecency, and if the women of the 
household do not realize the deplorable 
extremes of much of the female costume 
that husband implead 
their wives on 
this subject, and that fathers prohibit 
their daughters. 
The evil is terrific and 
overshadowing. 


I suppose that the American stage is 
responsible for much of this. I do not 
go to theaters, so I must take the evi- 
dence of the actors and managers of the- 
aters, such as Mr. John Gilbert, Mr. A. 
M. Palmer and Mr. Daniel E. Bandmann. 
They have recently told us that the crime 
of undress is blasting the theater, which 
bv many is considered a school of morals, 
and, indeed, superior to the church, and 
a forerunner of the Millennium. Mr. 
Pahner says: 


"The bulk of the performances on the 
stage is degrading and pernicious. The 
managers strive to come just as near the 
line as possible, without flagrantly break- 
ing the law. There never have been 
costumes worn on a stage in this city, 
either in a theater, hall or 'dive,' so im- 
proper as those that clothe some of the 
chorus in recent comic opera 
produc- 
tions." 


He says in regard to the female per- 
formers: 


It is not a question whether they can 
sing, but just how little they will consent 
to wear." 


Mr. Bandmann, w h o has been twenty- 
nine year^ on the stage, and before almost 
all nationalities, saj-s : 


" I unhesitatingly state that t h e taste 
of the present 
theater-going 
paople of 
America, as a body, is of a coar.se and 
vulgar nature. 
T h e Hindoo would 
turn 
with disgust at such exhibitions as those 
which are sought after and applauded on 
the 
stRf^e of this 
country. 
Our shop 
windows are full of, and the walls covered 
with 
show-cards 
a n d 
posters 
which 
should be a disgrace to a n e n l i g h t e n e d 
country 
and an insult t o t h e e y e of a 
cultured community." 
Mr. Gilbert says : 
" Such an exhibition is a disastrous one 
to the niorals of the community. 
Are 
these proper pictures to put out for the 
public to look at, to say nothing of the 
pro]>riety of females appearing in public 
dressed like that? 
It is shameful ! " 


I 
must 
take 
the testimony 
of the 
friends of tiie theater and tiie 
confirma- 
tion which I see on the board fences and 
in the show windows containing the pict- 
ures of the way actresses dress. 
I sup- 
pose that tliose representations of play- 
iicuse oostuniCH are true, for, if t h e y are 
not true, then those highly moral and 
religious theaters are swindling the pub- 
lic by inducing the people to the theater 
by pioniiscs of si)fct!icular nudity 
which 
they <l'i not iulfill. 
Now, all this 
famil- 
iarizes the j)ablic with such 
improprie- 
ties of costume, and depresses the public 
conscience as to what is allowable and 
right. 


The parlor and drawiug-room are now 
running a race witli the theater and 
opera bonfie. They are now nearly neck 
and nock in the ra(ie, the latter a little 
ahead, but the parlor and drawing-room 
are guiniiig on the others, and the prob- 
ability is they will soon be even, and 
ir.iss thii stand so nearly at the same time 
that ;.>iie-iialf of Pandemonium will clap 
its tiands be(!ause opera bouffe has beaten 
and the other half because the drawing- 
rooui has beaten. 
Let printing-press and 
platform and pulpit hurl red-hot anathe- 
ma at the boldness of much of womauly 
attire. I charge Christian women neitbei 
by style of dress nor adjustment of ap- 
paral to bmsom» Mdminigtmtire 
of evil. 


Sbow inethe fuMon. plates of mnj' age 
between this and the time of Loui« 
XVI., of France, and Henry VIII., of 
England, and I will tell you the type of 
morals or immorals of that age or year- 
No exception to it. 
Modest apparel 
means a righteous people. 
Immodest 
apparel always means a contaminated 
»nd depraved society. 


It is not only such boldness that is to 
be reprehended, but extravagance of cos- 
tume. 
This latter is the cause of fraud 
unlimitable and ghastly. 
Do you know 
that Arnold, of the Revolution, proposed 
to sell his country in order to get money 
to support his home wardrobe? I de- 
clare here before God and this people 
that the effort to keep up expensive es- 
tablishments in this country is sending 
more business men to temporal perdition 
than all other causes combined. It was 
this that sent prominent business men 
to the watering of stocks and life insur- 
ance presidents to perjured statements 
about their assets, and some of them to 
the penitentiary, and has completely up- 
set our American 
finances. 
But why 
should I go to these famous defaultings 
to show what men will do in order to 
keep up great home style and expensive 
wardrobe, when you and I know scores 
of men who are put to their wit's end 
and are lashed from January to Decem- 
ber in the attempt? Our Washington 
politicians may theorize until the expira- 
tion of their terms of office as to the best 
way of improving our monetary condition 
in this country. It will be of no use, and 
things will be no better until we learn to 
put on our heads and backs and feet and 
hands no more than we can pay for. 


There are clerks in stores and banks on 
limited salaries who, in the vam attempt 
to keep the wardrobe of their family as 
showy as other folks' wardrobes, are dy- 
ing of muffs and diamonds and camel's- 
hair shawls and high hats, and they have 
nothing left except what they give to 
cigars and wine-suppers, and they die 
before their time, and they will expect 
us ministers to preach about them as 
though they were the victims of early 
piety; and after a high-class funeral with 
silver handles at the side of their coffin 
of extraordinary brightness, it will be 
found out that the undertaker is cheated 
out of his legitimate expenses. Do not 
send to me to preach the funeral of a 
man who dies like that. I blurt out the 
whole truth and tell that he was stran- 
gled to death by his wife's ribbons. The 
country is dressed to death. You are 
not surprised to find that the putting 
up of one public building in New York 
cost millions of dollars more than it 
ought to have cost, when you find that 
the man who gave out the contracts paid 
more* than $5,000 for his daughter's wed- 
ding dress. Cashmeres of $1,000 each 
are not rare on Broadway. It is estimat- 
•edthat there are 8,000 women in these 
two cities who have expended on their 
personal array $2,000 a year. 


What are men to do in order to keep 
up Euch home wardrobes ? Steal? 
That 
is the only respectable thing they can do. 
During the last fifteen years there have 
been innumerable fine business men 
shipwrecked on the wardrobe. 
The 
temptation comes in this way: A man 
thinks mote of his family than all the 
world outside, and if they spend an 
evening in describing to him the superior 
wardrobe of the family across the street 
that they cannot bear the sight of, the 
man is thrown on his grllantry and his 
pride of family, and without translating 
his feelings into plain language he goes 
into extortion and issuing of false stock 
and skillful penmanship in writing some- 
body else's name at the foot of a prom- 
issory note, and they all go down together 
—the husband to the prison, the wife to 
the sewing-machine, the children to be 
taken care of* by those who were called 
poor relations. 
Oh, for some new Shake- 
speare to arise and write the tragedy of 
human clothes! 


Act the First of the Tragedy—A plain, 
but beautiful home. 
Enter the newly- 
married pair. 
Enter simplicity of man- 
ner and behavior. 
Enter as much hap- 
piness as is ever found in one home. 


Act t h e Second—Discontent with t h e 
h u m b l e home. 
Enter envy. 
Enter jeal- 
ousy. 
Enter desire of display. 


Act t h e Third—Enlargement 
of ex- 
penses. 
Enter all t h e queenly 
dress- 
makers. 
Enter t h e French milliners. 


Act the Fourth—The tip-top of society. 
Enter princes and princesses of New 
York life. Enter magnificent plate and 
equipage. 
Enter everything splendid. 


Act the Ffth and Last, Winding Up 
the Scene. 
Enter the assignee. 
Enter 
the sheriff. 
Enter the creditors. 
Enter 
humiliation. 
Enter the wrath of God. 
Enter the contempt of society. 
Enter 
death. 
Now let the silk curtain drop on 
the stage. The farce is ended and the 
lights are out. 


Will you forgive me if I say in tersest 
shape possible that some of the men in 
this country have to forge and to perjure 
and to swindle to pay for their wives' 
dresses ? I will say it whether you for- 
give me or not. 


Again, extravagant costume is the foe 
of all Christian alms-giving. Men and 
women put so much in personal display 
that they often have nothing for God and 
the cause of suffering humanity. 
A 
Christian man cracking his Palais Royal 
gloves across the back by shutting up his 
hand to hide the one cent he puis into 
ihe poor-box! A Christian woman, at 
the 
story of the Hottentots, crying 
copious tears into a twenty-five-dollar 
handkerchief, and then giving a two-cent 
piece to the collection, thrusting it down 
under the bills so people will not know 
but it was a ten-dollar gold piece! One 
hundred dollars for incense to fashion— 
two cents for God! 
God gives us ninety 
cents out of every dollar. The other ten 
tents, by command of His Bible, belong 
to Him. 
Is not God liberal according to 
this tithing system laid down in the Old 
Testament? Is not God liberal in giving 
us ninety cents out of a dollar when He 
takes but ten? We do not like that. 
We want to have ninety-nine cents for 
ourselves and one for God. 


Now, 1 would a great deal rather steal 
ten cents from you than Godi I think 
one reason why a great many people do 
»•t'let 
in worldly n^iMBttlatioj 


iisfer is becaooe they do not obaerre this 
Di^ne rale. God says: "Well, ii^ltat 
màh is not satisfied with ninety cents out 
of a dollar, then I will take the whole 
dollar and I will give it to the man or 
woman who is honest with me." The 
greatest obstacle to charity in the Chris- 
tian church to-day is the fact that men 
expend so much on their table and 
women so much on their dress that they 
have gotnothinp: left for the work of 
God and the world's betterment. 


Again: Extravagant costume is dis- 
traction to public worship. You know 
very well there are a good many people 
who go to church just as they go to the 
races, to see who will come out first. 
Men and women with souls to be saved 
passing the hour in wondering where 
that man got his cravat, or what store 
that woman patronizes ! In many of our 
churches the preliminary exercises are 
taken up with the discussion of ward- 
robes. It is pitiable. 
Is it not wonderful 
that the Lord does not strike the meet- 
ing-houses with lightning? 
What dis- 
traction of public worship ! Dying men 
and women, whose bodies are soon to be 
turned into dust, yet before three worlds 
strutting like peacocks! People sitting 
down in a pew or taking up a hymn 
book, all absorbed at the same time in 
personal array, to sing : 


" Rine, m j aonl, »nd stretoh thy winga. 


Thy better portion tr»ce ; 
Bise from transitory thiof;« 
Toward hearen, tby natlTe plac« !" 


I adopt the Episcopalian prayer, and 
say : " Good Lord, deliver us I" 


Extravagant costume belittles the in- 
tellect. 
Our minds are enlarged or they 
dwindle just in proportion to the import- 
ance of the subject on which they con- 
stantly dwell. Can you imagine any- 
thing more dwarfing to the human intel- 
lect than the study of dress ? I see men 
on the street who, judging from their 
elaboration, I think must have taken 
two hours to arrange 
their 
apparel. 
After a few years of that kind of ab- 
sorption, which one of McAllister's mag- 
nifying glasses will be powerful enough 
to make the man's character visible ? 
What will be lëft of a woman's intellect 
after giving years and years to the discus- 
sion of such questions ? They all land 
in idiocy. I have seen men at the sum- 
mer watering-places through fashion the 
mere wreck of what they once were— 
sallow of cheek, meager of limb, hollow 
at the chest, showing no animation save 
in rushing across a room to pick up a 
lady's fan, simpering along the corridors 
the éàme compliments they simpered 
twenty years ago. 


Yet, my friends, I have given you only 
the milder phase of this evil. It shuts a 
great multitude out of heaven. The first 
peal of thunder that shook Sinai declared: 
" Thou shalt have no other gods before 
Me 
and you will have to choose be- 
tween the goddess of fashion and the 
Christian God. There are a great many 
seats in heaven, and they are all easy 
seats, but not one seat for the devotee of 
costume. 
Heaven is for meek and quiet 
spirits. 
Heaven is for those who think 
more of their souls than of their bodies. 
Why, if you with your idolatry of cos- 
tume shonld somehow get into heaven, 
you would be for putting a French roof 
on the " house of many mansions," and 
you would be for introducing the pat- 
terns of Butterick's Quarterly 
Deline- 
ator. 


Give up this idolatry of fashion or 
give up heaven. 
What would you do 
standing beside the Countess of Hunt- 
ington, whose joy it was to build chapels 
for the poor, or with that 
Christian 
woman of Boston who fed fifteen hun- 
dred children of the street at Faneuil 
Hall one New Year's day, giving out as 
a sort of doxology at the end of the 
meeting a pair of shoes to each one of 
them, or those Dorcases of modern soci- 
ety who have consecrated their needles 
to the Lord, and who will get their eter- 
nal reward for each stitch they take. 
Oh, men and women, give up the idola- 
try of costume. The rivalries and the 
competitions of such a life are a stupen- 
dous wretchedness. 
You will always 
find some one with brighter array and 
with more palatial residence, and with 
lavender kid gloves that make a tighter 
fit. 
A n d if y o u buy this t h i n g a n d w e a r 
it you will wish you had bought some- 
thing else and worn it. 
A n d t h e frets of 
such a life will bring t h e crow's-feet t o 
your temples before they are due, and 
when you come to die you will have a 
miserable time. 


I have seen men and women of exces- 
sive costume die, and I never saw one of 
them die well. The trappings off, there 
they lay on the tumbled pillow, and 
there were just two things that bothered 
them—a wasted life and a coming eter- 
nity. 
I could not pacify them, for 
their body, mind and soul had been ex- 
hausted in the worship of costume, and 
they could not appreciate the Gospel. 
When I knelt by their bedside they 
were mumbling out their regrets and 
saying: "Oh, God ! oh, God!" Their 
garments hung up in the wardrobe, 
never again to be seen by them. 
With- 
out any exception, so far as my memory 
serves me, they died without hope, and 
went itxto eternity unprepared. 
The two 
most ghastly death-beds on earth are the 
one where the man dies of delirium 
tremens, and the other where a woman 
dies after having sacrificed all her facul- 
ties of body, mind and soul in the wor- 
ship of costume. 


My friends, we must appear in judg- 
ment to answer for what we h a v e w o r n 
on our bodies as well as for what repent- 
ances we have exercised with our souls. 
On that day I see coming in Beau Brum- 
mel, of t h e last 
century, 
without his 
cloak, like which all England got a cloak; 
and without his cane, like 
which all 
England got a cane ; without h i s s n u f f - 
box, like which all England got a snuff- 
box—he, the fop of the ages, particular 
about everything but his morals ; and 
Aaron Burr without the letters that 
down to old age he showed in pride to 
prove his early wicked gallantries ; and 
Absalom without his hair; and Mar- 
chioness Pompadour without her titles; 
and Mrs. Arnold, the belle of Wall street 
when that was the center of fashion, 
without her fripperies of vesture. 
And in great hagnardness they shaU f o 


away into eternal expatriation; while 
among the Queens of heavenly society 
will be found Vashti, who wore the 
modest veil' before the palatial bacchana- 
lians; and Hannah, who annuallj' made 
a little coat for Samuel at the Temple; 
and Grandmother Lois, the ancestress of 
Timothy, who imitated her virtues; and 
Mary, who gave Jesus Christ to the 
world ; and many of you, the wives and 
mothers and sisters and daughters of the 
present Christian church; who, through 
great tribulation, are entering into the 
kingdom of God. Christ announced 
who would make up the royal family of 
heaven when He said: 
"Whosoever 
doeth the will of God, the same is my 
brother, my sister, my mother."

The trial of Levi Eessler for the mur- 
der of Lex Hamer concluded at Auburn 
to-day. 
The jury went out at H o'clock 
and 3:10 gave a verdict sending Ressler 
to prison for the rest of his natural life.

The crime for which Eessler was con- 
victed is readily recalled.

The test was from Isaiah in., 16, 18— 


23: "Moreover the Lord said: Because 
the daughters of Zion are haughty and 
walk with stretched-forth necks and 
wanton eyes, walking and mincing as 
they go, and making a tinkling with 
tbeir feet, in that day the Lord will take 


. away tho bravery of their tinkling orna- 


ments about their feet, and their cauls, 
and their round tires like the moon, the 
chains, and bracelets, and the mufflers, 
the bonnets, and the ornaments of the 
legs, and the head-bands, and the tablets 
and the ear-rings, the rings, and nose- 
jewels, the changeable suits of anparel, 
and the mantles, and the wimples, and 
the crisping-pins, the glasses, and the 
flue linen, and the hoods, 
and the 


veils.". Following is the sermon in full: 


This is a Jerusalem fashion-plate. It 


puts us 2,500 years back, and sets us 
down in an ancientcity. The procession 
of men and women in moving up and 
down the guy streets. 
It is the height 


of the fashionable season. The sensible 
men and women move with' so ;nuch 
modesty that they do not attract our at- 
tention. But here comes the haughty 
daughters of Jerusalem! 
They 
lean 


forward; they lean very much forward; 
so far forward as to he unnatural—teeter- 
ing, warbling, wriggling, flirting, or, as 
my text describes it, they "walk with 
stretohed-forth 
necks, 
walking 
and 


mincing as they go." They have in most 
astounding style arranged their bonnets 
and their veils and their entire apparel, 
and'now go through the streets taking 
more of the pavement than they are en- 
titled to, sweeping along with skirts that 
the text describes as "round tires like 


Men are as much idolaters of fashion 


as women, but they sacrifice on a differ- 
ent part of the altar. 
With men the 


fashion goes to cigars and club-rooms and 
yachting parties and wine suppers. In 
the United States the men, chew up and 
smoke $100,000,000 worth of tobacco everv 
year. That is their fashion. In London 
not long ago, a man died who started in 
life with $750,000. But he ate it all in 
gluttonies, sending his agents to all parts 
of the earth for some rare delicacy for 
the palate, sometimes one plate of food 
costing him $100 or $400. He ate up 
his whole fortune, and had only one 
guinea left. 
With that he bought a 


womlcock and had it dressed in the vcr; 
best style, ato it, cave two hours for 
digestion, then walked out on West 
minster 
Bridge and 
threw 
himself 


into thu Thames and died, doing on a 
large scale what yon and I have often 
seen done on a small scale. 


But men do not abstain from millinery

tume. This latter is the cause of fraud 
imlimitable and ghastly. Do yon know 
that Arnold, of the Devolution, prop 


the moon." Sec! that is a Princess! 
Look! that is a Damascus sword-maker! 
Look! that is a Syrion merchaut! The 
jingling of the chains and the lashing of 
the head-bands and the exhibitions of 
universal swagger attract the attention of 
the prophet Isaiah, and he brings his 
camera to bear upon the scene, and 
takes a -picture for all the ages. But 
where is that scene? Vanished. Where 
are those gay streets? Vermine-covered 
population pass through them. 
Where 


are the bauds and the necks and the 
foreheads and the shoulders and the 
feet that sported all that magnificence? 
Ashes! Ashes! 


That we should all be clad is proved 


by the opening of the first wardrobe in 
Paradise, with its apparel of dark green. 
Tbat we should all, as far as our means 
allow us, be beautiful and gracefully ap- 
pareled is proved by the fact that God 
never made a wave but He gilded it with 
golden sunbeams, or a tree but He 
garlanded it with blossoms, or a sky but 
He studded it with stars, or allowed 
even the smoke of a furnace to ascend 
but He columned and turreted and doled 
and scrolled it into outlines of indescrib- 
able gracefulness. When I see the apple- 
orchardo of the spring and the pageantry 
of the autumnal farisfs, I como to the 
conclusion that if nature ever docs join 
the Church, while she may bo a Quaker 
in the silence of her worship, she never 
will be a Quaker in 
the style 
Of her 


dress. Why the notches of a fern ieafor 
the stamen of a water-lily? Why, when 
the day departs, does it let the 
folding 


doors of heaven stay open so long when 
it might go in so quickly? One summer 
morning I saw an army of a million 
spears, each one adorned with a diamond 
of tho first water—I mean the grass with 
the dew on it. When the prodigal came 
home his father not only put a coat on 
his back, but jewelry on his hand. Christ 
wore a beard. Paul the bachelor Apostle 
not afflicted with any sentimentality, 
admired the arrangement of a woman's 
hair, when he said in his epistle, "If a 
woman have long hair it is a glurv unto 
her." 
There will he fashion in "li,.nv<.n 


paths of righteousness, and there are men 
who buy expensive suits of clothes and 
icver pay for them, and who go through 
the streets in great stripes of color like 
animated checker-boards. I say these 
hings because I want to show yo'u that I 
im not impartial in my discourse, and 
hat both sexes, in the language of 
he Surrogate's office "share and share 
alike." 


As God may help me, I am going to 


set forth the evil effects of improper 
dress or an expensive discipleship of 
costume. It is a simple truth that you 
all know, altogether the pulpit has not 
yet uttered it, that much of the womanly 
costume of our time is the cause of the 
temporal and eternal damnation of a 
multitude of men. There is a shameless- 
ness among many in what is called high 
life that calls for vehement protest. The 
strife among many seems to be bow near 
they can come to the verge of indecency 
without faliing'over. The tide of mascu- 
line profligacy will never turn back until 
there is a decided reformation in wom- 
anly costume. I am in full sympathy 
with the officer of the law who at. a 
levee in Philadelphia last winter, went 
up to a so-called lady because of her 
sparse and incompetent apparel ordered 
her either to leave the house or habilitate 
herself immediately. "It is high time that 
our good and sensible women make 
vehement protest 
against fashionable 


indecency, and if the women1 of tl: 
household do not realize the deplorable 
extremes of much of the female costume 
that husband impload their wives on 
this subject, and that fathers prohibit 
their daughters. 
The evil is terrific and 


overshadowing. 


I suppose that the American stage is 


responsible for much of this. I do not 
goto theaters, so I must take the evi- 
dence of the actors and managers of the- 
aters, such as Mr. John Gilbert, Mr. A. 
M. Palmer and Mr. Daniel E. Bandmann. 
They have recently told us that the crime 
of undress is blasting the theater, which 
bv many is considered a school of morals, 
and, indeed, superior to the church, and 
a forerunner of the Millennium. Mr. 
Palmer says: 


"The bulk of the performances on the 


stage is degrading and pernicious. The 
managers strive to come just as near the 
line as possible, without flagrantly break- 
ing the law. There never have been 
costumes worn on a stage in this city, 
either in a theater, hall or 'dive,' so im- 
proper as those that clothe some of the 


to sell his country in order to get mom . 
to support bis home wardrobe? I de"- 
clare here before God and this people 
that the effort to keep up expensive es- 
tablishments in this country is sending 
more business men to temporal perdition 
than all other causes combined. It was 
this tiiat sent prominent business men 
to the watering of stocks and life insur- 
ance presidents to perjured statements 
about their assets, and some of them to 
the penitentiary, and has completely up- 
set our American finances. But why 
should I go to these famous defaultings 
to show what men will do in order to 
keep up great home stylo and expensive 
wardrobe, when you and I know scores 
of men who are. put to their wit's end 
and are lashed from January to Decem- 
berin the attempt? Our 'Washington 
politicians may theorize until the expira- 
tion of their terms of office as to the best 
way of improving our monetary condition 
in this country. It will bo of no use, and 
things will lie no better until we learn to 
put on our heads and backs and feet and 
hands no more than we can pay for. 


There are clerks in stores and banks on 


limited salaries who, in the vain attempt 
to keep the wardrobe of their family as 
showy as other folks' wardrobes, are dy- 
ing of muffs and diamonds and camel's- 
hair shawls and high bats, and they have 
nothing left except what they give to 
cigars and wine-suppers, and they die 
before their time, and they will expect 
us ministers to preach about them as 


Divine rule. God says: "Well, if .that 
man is not satisfied with ninety cents out 
of a dollar, then I will take the whole 
dollar and I will give it to the man or 
woman who is honest with me." 
The 


greatest obstacle to charity in the Chris- 
tian church to-day is the fact that men 
expend so much on their table and 
women so much on their dress that they 
have got nothing left for the work of 
God and the world's betterment. 


Again: Extravagant costume is dis- 


traction to public worship. You know 
very well there are a good many people 
who go to church just as they go to the 
•aecs, to see who will come out first. 
Men and women with souls to be saved 
rassing the hour in wondering where 
hat. man got his cravat, or what store 
hat woman patronizes I In many of our 
hurches the preliminary exercises are 
taken up with the discussion of ward- 
obeo. It is pitiable. Is it not wonderful 
hat the Lord does not strike the meet- 
ng-houses with lightning? What di»- 
raetion of public worship 1 Dying men' 
nd women, whose bodies are soon to be 
urned into dust, yet before three worlds 
truttiiig like peacockil People sitting 


down in a pew or taking up a hymii 
book, all absorbed at the same time in 
personal array, to sing:

1 see men 
on the street who, judging from their 
elaboration, I think must have taken 
two hours 'to arrange their apparel. 
After a few years of that' kind of al> 
aorption, which one of McAllister's mag- 
nifying glasses will be powerful enough 
to make' the man's character visible ? 
What will be left of a woman's intellect 
after giving years and years to the discus-' 
eion of such questions ? They all land 
in idiocy. I have seen men at the sum- 
mer watering-places through fashion the' 
mere wreck of what they once were— 
sallow of cheek, meager of limb, hollow 
at the chest, showing no animation aave 
in rushing across a room- to pick up'a 
lady's fan, simpering along the corridors, 
the same compliments they simpered 
twenty years ago.

Lev! Kessler Gets That Sen- 


tence for the Murder of 


L.CX Harncr. 


The trial of Levi Kessler for the mur- 


der of Lex Earner concluded at Auburn 
to-day. Tho jury went ont at H o'clock 
and 8:10 gave a verdict sending Kesalcr 
to prison for the rest of his natural life. 
Tho verdict gave great dissatisfaction, 
aud murmurs of great discontent were 
heard. There was no uprising at four 
o'clock, but no one can tell what the 
night will bring forth. 


The crime for which Kessler was con- 


victed is readily recalled. 
He and Lex 


Earner lived at New Era and knew each 
other well. Harner was about to return 
to his home in the south and was sup- 
posed to bavu taken hie money, some 
8100, from the bank. One morning last 
fall Kessler and Earner left New Era to- 
gether, arm in arm. Just out of town 
Kessler Bhot his companion in a cowardly 
way in the back of the head and then 
robbed him of $3, all he had on his 
person. 
Kesaler then fled to Fort 


Wayne and proceeded to his home, near 
Limn, where he was arrested. 
At the 


trial Kessler soid that he shot and killed 
Harner because they had a quarrel over 
a watch that Harner bonght from him 
and would not pay lor. He stated that 
they got to fighting and Harner was 
giving him a terrible beating when he 
shot him in self defense. The story was 
not believed, as he horeno marks of pun- 
ishment, and robbed Harner out of hi« 
money after he shot him, at least none 
were visible when he passed through 
Fort Wayne under arrest.
